:  One  of  the  most  pathetic  bits  of  biography  in 
existence  is  the  effect  of  this  pagan  teaching  and 
tjik  atmosphere  it  produced  upon  Darwin  him¬ 
self.  early  life  Darwin  was  a  believer  in  the 
liible  as  the  Word  of  God,  and  he  believed  that 
God  answered  prayer.  In  his  later  life  he  con¬ 
fessed  with  regret  that  he  had  losti  ail  taste  for 
pbbtryj  music,  painting  and  religion.

!  jBut  what  I  Inslat  on  Is  that  any  theory  or 
atmosphere  that  effaces  ail  taste  for  music, 
Ppbtry,;  painting  and  religion,  while  it  makes  one 
rptel  In  studying  the  habits  of  worms,,  has  some¬ 
thing  the  matter  with  ttj  and,  when  we  observe 
that  the  effect  of  the  theory  in  others  la  to  drag 
th^m  down  from  the  spiritual  to  the  natural, 
fry*  mthe  real  of  music,  poetry,  painting  and  re¬ 
ligion  to  the  realm  of  the  worm  as  it  works  in 
thl^  dirt  and  dark,  we  are  driven  to  the  con- 
cluslo  that  there  is  something  in  this  pagan  theo¬ 
ry  that  drags  us  down  into  the  mud.  and  robs 
us  of  the  clearer  vision  and  purer  atmosphere  of 
thb  higher  spiritual  realms. 

I f t  ha  sfostered  autocratic  class  distinction 
and  Is  no  friend  to  the  democracy  which  standa 
fotj  the  protection  of  the  weak  against  the  op¬ 
pression  Of  the  strong.  The  greatest  war  in 
history,  which  has  drenched  the  wroid  with 
bipod  and  covered  it  with  human  bones  can  be 
tripod  to  this  source.  If  the  strong  and  the  flt 
hate  the  scientific  right  to  destroy  the  weak  and 
uiijlt,  that  human  progress  may  be  promoted, 
th^n  might  la  right,  and  Germany  should  not  be 
crlflzed  f<j»r  acting  upon  this  principle. 

The  “Superman" 

Nletxcbe.  the  neurotic  German  philosopher, 
hypnotized  the  German  mind  with  this  pagan 
brtite  philosophy.  “The  w-eak  and  botched,” 
said  he,  "shall  perish;  fiflret  principle  of  hu¬ 
manity.  And  they  ought  to  be  helped  to  perish. 
What  is  more  harmful  than  any  vice?  Practical 
sympathy  with  the  botched  and  weak  Christi¬ 
anity."

THE  MENACE  OF  EVOLUTION 


(By  A.  C.  Dixon,  D.D.) 

The  Greek  philosophers  between  700  ai^d  300 
B-.  C„  were,  with  one  exception,  evolutionists. 
Thales,  of  Miletus,  taught  that  water  wjis  the 
primordial  germ.  Mlletps  believed  th»t  fire 
originated  all  things,  and  Pythagoras,  the  math¬ 
ematician  was  confident  that  number  somehow 
brought  life  and  form  into  existence.  Plato,  the 
greatest  of  all  Greek  philosophers,  did  not  agree 
with  his  compeers.  He  believed  that  man  began 
equal  with  the  gods,  and  that  beasts  wore  degen¬ 
erate  men. 

Darwin  und  Mathon 

Charles  Darwin  in  his  university  course 
caught  tbe  vision  of  the  Greek  philosophers  and, 
rejecting  the  theory  of  Plato,  became  an  ardent 
advocate  of  the  pypotheslg  that  every  thlijg  was 
evolved  from  beneath:  that  life  originated  with 
germinal,  embryonic  beginnings at  in  nature 
there  la  perpetual  war  which  he  called  “the 
struggle  for  existence."  the  strong  and  fit  de¬ 
stroying  the  weak  and  unfit,  and  thus  causing 
everything  to  move  upward.  Darwin  did  not 
get  his  idea  of  perpetual  warfare  in  nature  from 
the  Greek  philosophers,  who  were  more  benevo¬ 
lent  In  their  thinking.  They  believed  that  all 
life  and  form  were  evolved  from  beneath  by 
quiet  forces,  bnt  they  did  not  give  the  strong  the 
scientific  right  to  destroy  the  weak.

SONS  OR  SLAVES 

In  the  eighth  chapter  of  the  gospel  of  .fohn  Is 
a  dramatic  account  of  the  rapid  lire  conversation 
betweefj  Jesus  and  hostile  Jews  at  Jerusalem.  At 
one  tlira  he  seems  fairly  to  have  won  them  over, 
for  It  1$  said,  "As  he  spake  these  things,  many 
believed  in  him."  But  that  they  were  not  willing 
to  follofv  th|er  convictions  is  shown  ln  the  rest 
of  the  conversation. 

Jesus  Jtold  them  If  they  would  abide  in  his  word 
they  wefe  true  disciples  and  would  know  the  truth 
and  thej  truth  would  make  them  free.

him.”  Dr.  Trumbull  tells  us  that  he  once  met  an 
old  soldier  of  Napoleon’s,  and  talked  with  him 
about  the  Emperor,  "Ati”,  said  i  the  soljdier,  “we 
believed  in  Napoleon,  You  Christians  believe  In 
God.  So  we  believed-  in  Napoleon.  If  Napoleon 
had  said  to  his  soldiers,  ‘Go  to  the;  moon,'  we  would 
have  started  "  That  Is  the  absolute  obedience 
that  brings  power  In;  things  secular  or  spiritual. 
But  we  are  very  rarely  like  thkt.  We  make  an 
Incomplete  consecration  of  ourselves. 

A  woman  came  Into  our  Sunday  morning  con¬ 
gregation  some  time  ago.  She  remained  after  the 
service  to  talk  with  m*.  She  ha)d  been  drinking, 
but  she  was  still  In  possession  of  her  faculties,  as 
you  will  see  when  I  tell  you  thi^t  she  put  a  $2  bill 
on  the  contribution  plate.  She  said  that  she  was 
determined  that  that  (2  bill  at  aln^  rate  should  not 
go  for  drink.  As  I  talked  with  her  she  said,  "I 
--'work  for  a  high  Ifaptlst.”  Ij  saiU.  "You  do.” 
“Yes.”  she  said,  “hut  shls  a  hllfh  Haptjlst."  "A 
high  Baptist?”  I  said:  "What  ij  a  £igh  Baptist?” 
"Oh,”  she  said  “she  Is  a  high  Baptist — she  never 
goes  to  church.”  I  wonder  whether  tip  re  are 
any  high  Baptists  in  this  ctlmmunltyj?  There 
are  In  most  churches,  ana  that  is  why 
I  say  *  that  many  of  us  are  hajljf-hearted 
In  the  consecration  we  make  of  ^urselves. 
We  are  uncertain  and  unhesitating  In  our  penlten<« 
even.  We  are  tr.uc  children  of  our  AngloSaxon 
forefathers,  I  have  read  that  Fra  Rocoo,  one  of 
the  old  Dominican  preachi  rs,  was  once  preaching 
-to  a  great  crowd  of  tho  Saxons.  Fra  Rjlocco  had 
wonderful  power  awer  a  Congregation.  He  could 
shape  the  people  by  the  rtnrni  of]  his  emotions 
as  a  tempest  tosses  a  Held  Of  grain.  He  had  moved 
this  great  throng  before  him  to  »ueh  penitence 
that  they  Instinctively  fell  on  their  knees.  And 
while  they  thus  knelt,  weeping 1  and  j  showing 
every  sign  of  contrition.  Fra  Roeco  said,  “All  who 
arc -truly  penBent  hold  up  your  hands,"  Every; 
one  of  tho  vast. multitude  held  up  h|s  hand  Then 
while  the  hai^ds  were  still  lifted,  tint  strangle 
preacher  said.  Oh,  thou  holy  archangel  Michael, 
who  standest  before  the  Judgment  seat  of  God,  with 
thine  adamantine  sword  cut  off  every  haiid  that  Ip; 
held  up  hypocrltitally!”  And  Instantly  everC 
hand  Was  pulled  down. 

We  are  uncertain  and  hjesltatljng.  I  s.-fv,  even  ip 
the  first  step  that  we  take  In  th<|  Christian  life.  I 
have  read  of  another  missionary  wjio  went  to  thy 
early  Saxons.  They  were! moved  by  his  preach  Inp 
and  came  to  him  in  great  ;numb4rs  to  be  baptized 
Among  the  others  their-  clfief  came.  But  when  he 
went  down  into  the  wateij  of  baptltm  he  held  upj 
his  hand /out  of  the  water  When  he  was  asked 
why  he  did  that,  he  replied  that  he  wished  to  re¬ 
serve  tha  tarm  to  fight  his  enemies  with.  Now 
Ood  will  accept  no  such  half-hearted  consecration 
as  thgt.  When  we  come  to  him  he  expects  us  ti 
hold  out  both  our  hands  and' to  say,  “1^4^  these 
bands  that  have  been  busy  In  the  Service  of  sel| 

I  now  yield  to  thee.  These  feet  that  have  run  thy 
way  of  their  own  pleasure,  now  Stand  reidy  to  d<j> 
thy  bidding.  These  eyes  that  have  so  often  look<  i| 
upon  things  that  have  turned  the  heart  away 
from  thee,  now  watch  thy  face,  anxious  to  do  thy 
will  and  determined  to  do  lt.”‘  The  man  who  puti 
himself  before  Godin  that  fashion  cannot  be  byt  a 
man  of  power.  That  disposition  would  make  a 
•  man  like  that  great  Frenchman,  Fenelon,  The 
profane  Lord  Peterborough  was  once  thrown  for 
a  while  Into  FenelonV  company.  Hei  soon  hurried 
away,  however,  saying.  “I  cannot  endure  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  that  man  and  still  remain  an  Infidel.” 
Spiritual  Power  Dependent  on  Prayed. 

•  2.  A  second  condition  of  receiving  the  Spirit 
of  Power  Is  thht  we  should  sincerely  ask,  “If  ye 
then  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto 
your, children  how  much  more  will  your  heavenly 
Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ” 
Build  up  the  church’s ;  altar,  have  the  church’s 
hours  of  prayer  w  ell  observed,  and  you  have  filled 
the  springs  of  the  church's  power.  The  early 
church  was  praying  together  when  the  blessing 


of  Pentecost  came.  ■  When  I  see  our  church  family 
well  gathered  together  In  the  prayer  meeting,  I 
feel  like  saying  as  Elijah  said  to  the  king.  “Get 
thee  up,  get  thee  up,  for  there  Is  a  sound  of  abund¬ 
ance  of  ralp.” 

lj>r.  Pleryon  has  said  that  prayer  Is  a  lost  Art; 
that  the  secret  by  which  Jacob  prevailed  with  God, 
is  |  forgotten.”  I  do  not  believe  It.  Most  of 
those  why  are  this  morlng  are  here  be¬ 
came  some  one  persistently  and  pifevaling- 
ly  j  prayed  us  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  I  trust  that  most  of  us  In  our  turn 
ca  remember  some  others  whom  our  prayers 
hatfc  brought  to  the  foot  of  the  Saviour's  cross. 
When  all  is  said  that  can  be  said  about  the  poverty 
of  the  church's  power,  I  still  belleye  that  there  Is 
no  power  in  the  universe  that  can  for  a  moment 
compare  with  the  sincere  prayer  of  a  child  of  God. 

I  confess  I  do  not  understand  It.  I  have  no  new 
solution  .to  offer  for  the  problems  of  prayek  I  do 
not  see  how  it  is  possible  that  ope  of  jis  poor 
rreaturcs  by  sending  up  a  prayer  to  heaven  can 
I  cause  the.  great  God  to  turn  and  do  something  that 
he  would  not  have  done  without  the  petition.  I 
confess  1 1  do  not  understand  that. 

But  tpere  arc  many  other  things  I;  do  not  under¬ 
stand  that  I  rejoice  In  as  realities.  I  <|o  not  see  how 
it  ts  that  some  great  strong,  with  evcr(y  pros- 
spert  In  life,  with  his  business  well  built  up  and  his 
life  well ,  rooted  in  the  community,  .will  turn  his 
Ixuk  on  all  his  prospects,  leave  Ills  friends,  and 
give  up  his  business  and  go  to  another  part  of  the 
country  and  start  anew  at  middle  life,  all  for  the 
sujee  of) some  punny  bit  of  a  child  of  his  whose 
health  demands  a  change  In  climate.  I  do  not 
unit  rstand  that.  And  yet  you  knowithat  has  been 
dotie  again  and  again.  I  do  not  understand  how 
It  is  that  when  a  child.  Is  sick  In  the  hotne  the 
mother  will  go  about  all  day  breathing  out  her 
sighs  to  God.  If  she  goes  out  of  th|e  room  for  a 
w^ille  her  mind  lh  still  on  that  child;  If  she  puts 
dow  n  her  head  by  Its  side  and  trlis  to  Catch  a 
litjtle  sleep  her  thoughts  are  still  bjisy  with  her 
child  and  she  starts  In  her  sleep,  {thinking  she 
hea  d  her  child's  dying  cry.  I  do  nht  understand 
thUt.  I  do  not  understand  how  It  lp  possible  for 
a  poor,  frail  woman  to  watch  by  her  child's  bedside 
fop  three  days  and  three  nights,  without  any  relief 
w  hatever,  |Mth  hardly  a  moment's  sldep  coming  to 
her  eyelld-i  or  a  morsel  of  food  passing  her  lips. 
Ai^d  yet  I  ^now  that  to  be  done  by  a  Ionian  whose 
child  I  followed  out  to  the  grave  njot  long  ago,. 
Nome  of  us  understands  these  things,  pnd  wo  never 
shyll  until  God  with  his  own  lips  oxplatnp  to  us 
,how  he  ma<h?  the  human  heart  with  ito  great  power 
of  jlovlng.

Inthese  days  men  sometimes  ask  sneerlngly, 
■p|  you  think  there  Is  any  power  lit  hrayeer?”  I 
should  thiijik  there  is  power  In  prayer.  Prayer 
puts  at  out  service  the  Spirit  of  all  bowerj  Tho 
breath  of  Elijah's  prayer  cleared  al(  the  clouds 
out  of  the  jsky,  and  they  had  a  great  drought  in 
Israel.  The  breath  of  Elijah's  prayjer  gathered 
the  clouds  (together  again,  and  they  had  a  great 
rain  In  Israel.  In  Daniel's  time  prayor  dosed  the 
lions’  mouths.  On  the  day  cf  Pentecost  prayer 
converted  .'1.000  people.  By  prayer  John  |  Knox 
shook  Scotland  so  that  Queen  Mary  said  she  feared 
John  Knox's  prayers  more  than  she  feared  an  army 
(of  10,000  men.  By  prayer -George  Muller  provided 
for  hundreds  of  orphans  for  many  years  at  Bristol, 
England.  In  prayer  a  woman  of  whom;  I  have  been 
told  cried  out  to  God  for  her  wayward  son,  slaying, 
"Oh,  God,  sent  back  my  boy;  send  back  my  boy!” 
And  at  he  very,  hour  of  her  prayer  that  boy  arose, 
turned  his  back  on  the  house  of  shame  that  shelter¬ 
ed  4*1”,  an  dmade  his  way  down  tD  the' railway- 
-station  to  find  out  what  time  the  next  train  left 
for  jj)s  native  village.  Power  in  prayer?  There 
1  stfjemendous  power  in  prayer.  Prayer  gives  a 
man'  the  presence  of  the  Spirit  of  power.

But  prayer  to  be  thus  mighty  must  be  tre¬ 
mendously  e  arnest.  It  must  be  no  mere  play  of 
reverie.  It  must  be  no  languid  flow  of  words  that 
pcmrle  It  must  be  no  languid  flow  of  words  that 
jyeu  only  half  feel,  while  the  mind  wanders  off  to 
Other  and  outside  things.  I  have  heard  of  a  dea- 
ton  who  once  undertook  to  lecture  for  swearing  a 
pan  ,  called  “Old  Joe. "I  The  man  listened  pa¬ 
tiently  until  the  lecture  Was  finished,  and  then  he 
paid,  "Well,  now,  deacon,  the  fact  Is  that  you  may 
pray  a  great  deal,  and  I  may  swear  a  great  deal, 
hut  neither  of  us  means  anything  by  It.”  I  very 
much  fear  the  indictment  Is  a  true  one  against 
jnost  of  us.  Our  prayers  do  not  mean  so  much 
i  stbey  should.  But  let  us  remember  that  real 

trayer  does  mean  something.  Real  prayer  is  offer- 
d  only  when  you  feel  that  you  must  have  the 
blessing  that  you  seek.  1  think,  for  example,  that 
If  we  can  be  easy  and  comfortable  and  happy  with¬ 
out  a  revival,  we  Shall  not  have  a  revival  In  answer 
to  such  prayers  as  we  offer.  As  long  as  you  can 
be  easy  and  comfortable  and  happy  without  your 
husband’s  conversion,  he  will  not  be  converted  In 

Jnswer  to  your  petitions.!  Oh,  father  and  mother, 

*  long  as  you  can  be  easy  and  comfortable  and 
ijappy  without  the  wayward  boy’s  conversion,  he 
fill  not  be  converted  In  answer  to  such  prayers  as 
31011  offer!  You  must  come  to  a  place  where  you 
f  >el  deeply.  You  must  dome  to  a  crista  In  your 
1  fe.  You  must  have  the  spirit  that  Israel  had 
v  hen  he  laid  hold  of  God  and  could  not  be  shaken 
a|ff.  but  clung  as  for  his  life  and  said,  “I  will  not 
lyt  go,  1  cannot  let  go,  I  must  have  help." 
(Sometimes  I  think  there  ts  no  such  tiling  as  easy 
prayer.  Real  prayer  is  offered  In  an  agony  of 
desire.  Real  prayer  wears  out  the  man  who  offers 
ii  Real  prayer  drags  a  man  from  his  bed  at  night 
and  flings  him  down  on  bis  knees  by  his  bedside. 
Ipal  prayer  drives  sleep  pom  a  man's  eyelids,  and 
n^pkfs  him  tyro  his  pillow!  over  and  over  as  he  tries 
tip  find  a  cool  dry  spot  on  which  to  rest  his  fevered 
tjur  stained  face.  Real  prayer  makes  a  man  paler 
tfce  next  day  on  account  of  what  he  has  gone 
tbjrough.  A  j  young  man  in  my  prayer  meeting 
once  prayed  po  earnestly  for  his  pastor  that  I  was 
greatly  touched,  and  I  went  to  him  afteward  and 
tiinnked  him  for  the  praper,  njid  he  shocked  me 
Mj  saying,  "Oh.  I  forgot  I  had  coffered  it.”  That  is 
nflt  prayer. 

|t*uul  speaks  of  prayer  as  a  travail  of  the  aoul. 
Apd  we  are  told  that  whep  the  Saviour  prayed  In 
Gejthsemane,  he  was  In  gfeat  agony  pain  was  on 
hip  en  ry  feature  and  bloqd  wap  on  his  brow,  fall¬ 
ing  down  lip  great  drops  to  the  ground.  That 
slp>w8  what  prayer  really  Is. 

I  must  confess  that  I  have  neper  known  any  one 
toj  pray  so  But  I  have  read  that  in  the  "great 
awakening”  <jf  Jonathan  Edwards'  time  men  pray- 
edjwith  such  passionate  earnestness  that  they  were 
wm  with  perspiration  In  thj  coldest  winter 
wdath  r.  I  remember  that  at  Dr.  Burllngham's 
futtoral.  Dr.  j  Mabfe,  said  that  j  Dr.  Bullngham’s 
father  wa  sthe  first  man  he  h^d  ever  seen  who 
topk  off  his  poat  before  he  knelt  to  pray.  Prayer 
at  jthat  time  Was  a  wrestling  wljth  God.  No  won- 
def(  that  men!  were  born  unto  God  by  multitudes 
th^ji.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  IUITI8T  W.  M.  U. 

OF  MISSISSIPPI 

PREAMBLE  j 

We,  the  women  of  the  Baptjlst  churches  ,of 
Mississippi,  desirous  of  stimulating  a  missionary 
spirit  and  the  grace  of  giving,  and  promoting 
a  system  of  co-operative  measures  among  the 
women  and  young  people  of  the  (jhurches,  and  of 
aiding  and  collecting  funds  for  jnlsstonary  pur¬ 
poses,  to  be  disbursed  as  the  churches  shall  ap¬ 
prove,  do  organize  into  a  body  (of  workers  and 
adopt  the  follow  ng: 

ARTICLE  1. — Namp. 

i  This  organization  Bhall  be  known  as  the  Wom¬ 
an's  Missionary  Union  of  Mississippi,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  } 

ARTICLE  II. — Object. 

The  object  of  this  organization'  shall  be  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  along 
all  m'ssionary,  benevolent  and  educational  lines: 

First  By  enlisting  the  womjen  and  young 
people  in  the  study  of  missions,  by  the  dissemi¬ 
nation  of  missionary  literature,  ahd  by  develop¬ 
ing  the  missionary  spirit. 

Second — By  organizing  the  WJ  M.  U.  in  the 
churches. 

Third — By  soliciting  the  systematic  giving  of 
money  to  the  support  of  denominational  enter- 
pri  c-s. 

ARTICLE  III— Officers 
Section  1— The  officers  shall  !  be  President, 
s'x  Vice-Presidents,  one  from  ealch  of  the  six 
districts  of  the  state.  Corresponding  Secretary 
Recording  Secretary,  Young  People's  Leader, 
College  Correspondent,  Personal  Stervice  Leader, 
Mission  Study  Leader,  Stewardship  Leader,  State 
Vico  President  of  Southern  W.  M  U.,  Training 
School  Trustee  and  Margaret  Fund  Trustee. 

Section  2.— Election — All  the  iforegoing  of¬ 
ficers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  and  Young  People's  Leader,  shall  be 
nominated  by  a  nominating  committee  (said 
committee  to  be  composed  of  two  Relegates  from 
each  of  the  six  districts  of  the  state),  on  the 
second  day  of  the  annual  meeting]  The  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  and  Young  Pepple's  Leader 
shall  both  be.  nominated  by  the  Executive  Board 
and  elected  by  the  State  Convention  Board, 
which  shall  also  designate  their  respective  sal¬ 
aries. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Time  of  Meeting  » 

This  body  shall  convene  at  aufh  time  and 
place  as  the  Union  may  decide. 

ARTICLE  V. — Representation. 

The  Annual' Convention  of  the  Wl  M.  U.  shall 
be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Union,  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Assoclatlonal 
Superintendents  Assoclatlonal  Young  People's 
Leaders  as  ex-offlcio  members,  and  dne  represen¬ 
tative  from  any  Baptist  -church  In  t^e  state,  and 
one  delegate  from  each  W.  M.  S.,  T.  W.  A.,  G.

ARTICLE  VI. — Devotional 
All  meetings  of  this  bogy  shall  be  opened  and 
closed  with  devotional  exercises. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Duties  of  Officers. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  (inch  as  gen¬ 
erally  attach  to  deliberative  bodies  iff  like  char¬ 
acter. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — Amendments. 

The  constitution  shall  be  amende^  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  any  annual  meeting,  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  published  in  two 
Issue  of  the  Baptist  Record  at  least;  one  month 
before  the  W.  M.  U.  state  convention  and  has 
also  been  submitted  in  writing  to  tlje  executive 
board  at  its  last  semi-annual  meeting.  Such  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  must  be  presented  on  the  first 
day  of  the  annual  meeting,  action  on  same  being 
deferred  until  a  subsequent  meeting.

The  president  shall  preside  over  all  meetings 
of  the  body,  appoint  committees  no<  otherwise 
provided  for,  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board,  shall  study  to  advance  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  work  and  assist  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  dn  arranging  the  order  of  business.  In 


her  absence  or  at  her  request,  a  Vlce-Prcwldest 
shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

ARTICLE  II. — Vice-Presidents 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President: 
First  -  To  preside  In  the.  order  of  her  election 
at  the  annual  meeting  In  the  absence  of  the  pres¬ 
ident.  and  to  co-operate  with  her  In  promoting 
the  interests  of  the  organization. 

Second  — To  have  general  oversight  of  the  As¬ 
sociations  In  her  territory  and  to  carry  out  the 
policy  of  the  Union  in  her  section  of  the  state  by 
holding  conferences  with  the  Assoclatlonal  Su¬ 
perintendents,  and  Mission  Rally  Days  with  the 
Associations  under  her  supervision.  All  such 
work  to  be  In  co-operation  with  the  local  organisa¬ 
tions,  the  Superintendent  of  said  association 
and  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  reported 
at  the  State  Convention  of  the  Union. 

ARTICLE  III. — Territory  of  VIee-Pres'dents 
The  state  shall  be  divided  into  six  districts, 
to  be  known  as  the  First,  Second.  Third,  Four'h 
Fifth  and  8  xth  D'strlcts.  Six  viice-presldents 
ehall  be  elected,  one  for  each  district,  who  shall 
preside  over  the  same.  The  expenses  Incurred 
In  the  work  of  their  respective  districts  and  at- 
tndance  upon  the  Executive  Board  sessions 
shall  be  provided  by  the  State  Convention  Board. 
ARTICLE  IV.— Corresponding  Secretary 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary: 

First — To  send  quarterly  blanks  to  the  asso¬ 
ciations!  superintendents  to  each  society,  and 
from  these  reports  she  shall  collate  quarterly 
and  annual  reports.  She  shall  conduct  the  cor¬ 
respondence  of  the  Union  and  supervise  all  the 
work  of  the  office.  She  shall  organize  new  so¬ 
cieties.  distribute  free  special  literature,  and 
shall  do  field  work  whenever  and  wherever  need¬ 
ful  for  the  promotion  of  the  work 
Second  -  -As  Treasurer,  she  shall  keep  accu¬ 
rate  account  of  ail  funds  passing  through  her 
hand  and  shall  make  correct  reports  to  the 
Southern  W.  M.  U.  Treasurer. 

Third — Ah  Editor,  she  shall  conduct  the  W. 

M.  U.  Department  of  the  Baptist  Record. 

ARTItjLE  V.-i— Recording  Secretary 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  prepare  same  for  publication.  She 
shall  also  keep  the  records  of  the  Executive 
Board  and  of  all  special  meetings.  She  shall 
notify  officers  of  their  election,  committees  of 
their  appointment,  and  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  usual  to  her  office. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Young  People's  Leader 
The  Young  People's  Leader  shall  supervise 
the  work  of  the  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Glr's' 
'Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters  and  Sun¬ 
beam  Rands:  shall  distribute  literature,  shall 
organize  auxiliaries,  chapters  and  bands,  and 
shall  visit  those  sections  of  the  state  where  the 
work  demands  and  the  Executive  Board  deems 
necessary.  She  shall  ask  for  full  reports  from 
ail  organizations,  and  from  these  reports  shall 
collate  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports.  She 
shall  also  attend  to  all  the  office  in  the  absence 
of  the  Coresponding  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VII. — College  Correspondent 
The  duties  of  the  College  Correspondent  shall 
be  to  keep  In  close  touch  with  the  young  women 
in  the  schools  and  colleges  of  our  state,  and  in 
ardship  Leader,  Margaret  Fund  Trustee.  Train- 
Ize  Y.  W.  A.'s  where  pract'.cab'e. 

ARTICLE  VIII.' — Executive  Board. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the 
President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  Convention,  the  six 
Vice-Presidents,  College  Correspondent  Person¬ 
al  Service  Leader,  Mission  Study  Leader,  Stew¬ 
ardship  Leaderifi  Margaret  Fund  Trustee.  Train¬ 
ing  School  Trustee,  and  six  members  resld'ng 
near  headquarters.  The  President  of  the  Union 
shall  be  president  of  the  Executive  Board,  and 
the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries 
and  Young  People's  Leader  of  the  Unton  shall 
hold  like  positions  of  the  Executive  Board. 

MEETING. — 'the  Executive  Board  shall  meet 
semi-annually,  the  first  meeting  to  be  held  with 
In  two  weeks  after  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 


vention  and  the  second  at  the  same  time  the 
State  Convention  Board  Is  in  session.  The  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board  shall  arrange  programs  for  the 
annual  convention,  shall  manage  affairs  of  the 
W.  Ml  U.  between  the  annual  meetings,  in  ac- 
cordasce  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  and 
transact  any  business  committed  to  it  at  the 
annual  meeting.  Nine  members  shall  constitute 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Local  Committee. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  elect  seven  mem 
bers  from  Its  own  body  who  shall  reside  in  or 
near  headquarters,  as  a  Local  Committee,  to 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  who  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  local  committee.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  transact  all  busi¬ 
ness  pertaining  to  the  W.  M.  V.  and  Its  Auxili¬ 
aries  between  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
a  quorum. 

ARTBCLE  X. — Assoclatlonal  Superintendents 
The  Assoclatlonal  Superintendent  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  association  and  shall  have  over¬ 
sight  of  the  work  In  her  association:  she  shall 
visit  and  organize  societies,  distribute  literature, 
arrange  for  assoclatlonal  meetings,  make  quar¬ 
terly  reports  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
her  V  Ice-President,  and  to  co-operate  in  al  lthe 
work  of  her  district.  A  vacancy  occurring  in  any 
association  during  the  year  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Board  until  the  meeting  of  the  asso 
elation  A  conference  of  superintendents  shall 
be  held  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  w  ' 
M.  U. 

ARTICLE  XI, •—Nominating  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of 
twelve  members,  two  from  each  district  to  be 
chosen  from  the  delgates  who  are  present  at 
the  annual  meeting  from  the'r  respective  dis¬ 
tricts.  This  does  not  debar  the  parliamentary 
privilege  of  nominating  from  the  floor  after  the 
committee  report  has  been  presented. 

It  shf II  be  the  duty  of  the  Nomlntlng  ComJ 
mtttee: 

First-  To  nominate  President.  Six  Vlce-Pr**4 
Idents  (one  from  each  of  the  s'x  district  of  the 
state)  Recording  Secretary,  College  Correspond¬ 
ent.

ARTICLE  XII.— Reports. 

Secretaries  of  socletlas  shall  each  quarter  send 
two  reports,  one  to  the  superintendent  of  her 
association  and  one  to  the  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  E executive  Board.  Local  societies 
throughout  the  state  shall  elect  vfficers  for  the 
fiscal  yea|r.  preferably  during  the  month  of 
April.
